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Teen-Agers Set Own Standards 


Many adults are looking with faith and admira- 
tion at America’s teen agers. Why? One reason is 
the forming of broad and specific ethical codes by 
high school boys and girls. 


Take for instance, the Moral Code of the Evans- 
town Township High School, in Illinois. A large stu- 
dent committee formulated it to help each boy and 
girl establish his own standards. It deals with the 
matters which are a concern to all teenagers and 
their families. The leader explained that its value is 
its ability to stimulate thought and discussion. 


Following are four of the code’s 10 points; they 
speak well for the whole. 

1. I will judge people by their merits, irrespective 
o f race, religion,'or nationality. 

A. Should I judge an entire race, religion, or na- 
tionality by the actions of one or two of its members? 

B. Should I tell jokes that offend members of a 
particular race, religion or nationality? 

IV. I will realize that I have responsibilities to 
the groups of which I am a part. 

A. Should I devote extra time to family activi- 
ties? 

B. Should I go to school merely for “book learn- 
ing’? 

C. What part should the church play-in my life? 

D. Should I benefit from a group without sup- 
porting it? 

E. Should I expect recognition for all of my 
work? 

F. Should I accept responsibility without believ- 
ing that I am obligated to carry it out? 

G. What should my American citizenship mean 
to me? : 

VII. I will have the courage of my convictions 
and stand by them firmly. 

A. Should I stand up for my rights in spite of 
overwhelming opposition? 

B. Should I change my standards to satisfy ‘‘the 
crowd?” 

X. I will take it upon myself to formulate my 
own moral code and strive to follow it. 


On Segregation 


I am not an outraged citizen, nor am I advocat- 
ing a crusade.
